church as a result of the consoli­ 
dation of churches in the Metho­ 
dist Uniting Conference now un­ 
der way in Kansas City, Mo. 
The Methodist Episcopal, Metho­ 
dist 
Protestant 
and 
Methodist 
Episcopal, South, are being con­ 
solidated into one group, known 
as The Methodist church, of near­ 
ly 8,000,000 members. 
Circleville is represented at the 
conference by the Rev. C. F. Bow­ 
man, pastor of First 
Methodist 
Episcopal church. 
The Rev. Mr. 
Bowman went to Kansas City last 
Sunday. 
He will return next Fri­ 
day. 
The conference 
will last 
about three weeks. 
The following information con­ 
cerning the conference is reprint­ 
ed from the Christian Advocate: 
“The Conference must combine 
and harmonize the Disciplines of 
the Uniting Conferences and ar­ 
range the agencies which handle 
the missionary, educational, tem­ 
perance, and other organized work 
of the church. 
“During recent months eight 
committees have been at work pre­ 
paring 
recommendations to 
be 
considered by the Uniting Confer­ 
ence. 
These 
recommendations 
with changes made by the Joint 
Commissions on Unification, have 
been collected in one volume for 
use by the delegates. 
“Among the problems before the 
Uniting Conference 
will 
be the 
question how to arrange the mis­ 
sionary enterprises of the three 
churches: whether into one great 
board, including the women’s mis­ 
sionary w'ork and home and for­ 
eign missions, or three separate 
boards with the women's work in­ 
dependent. 
“The new' church is divided into 
six jurisdictional conferences, five 
of them based on geographical re­ 
gions and the sixth including all 
Negro Conferences, and overlap­ 
ping the 
others 
geographically. 
The present effective bishops will 
be assigned to these jurisdictions. 
The bishops at work in 
foreign 
lands, four in number, will be con­ 
tinued in their present work until 
the General Conference meets, if 
the recommendation of the pre­ 
paration committee 
is 
adopted. 
Hereafter bishops will be elected 
by the Jurisdictional Conferences, 
the number to be 
determined by 
the General Conference, and or­ 
dinarily will do their work within 
the jurisdiction where they were 
elected. 
They will serve, except 
under certain 
provisions, within 
the borders of those jurisdictions.

The residences of the bishops will 
be fixed by the United Conference. 
The Methodist 
Protestant 
dele­ 
gates will elect two bishops on the 
day before the Uniting Conference 
meets. Negro Methodists will have 
more self-government than before, 
electing their own bishops in the 
future. 
The conference has no power 
of election. 
Present officers for 
the administration agencies that 
are set up will be continued prob­ 
ably until the first General Con­ 
ference of the new 
church, will 
meet at a date to be fixed by the 
Uniting Conference in 1940, in 1941 
or in 1942. 
Many of the powers 
of the Jurisdictional Conferences 
cannot be exercised until the Gen­ 
eral Conference meets. 
“The groups which formed the 
Methodist Protestant Church sepa­ 
rated officially from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in 1828 in pro­ 
test against the alleged autocratic 
power of the bishops and against 
the failure to 
give 
laymembers 
representation 
in 
the 
General 
Conference. 
The Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church, South, was form­ 
ed in 1845 after a split in the Gen­ 
eral Conference of 1844, over the 
issue of slavery and a sharp divi­ 
sion of conviction concerning the 
power of the General Conference 
over a bishop. 
Many former at­ 
tempts have been made to unite 
the three churches. The last im­ 
portant one failed by close vote in 
1924. For over seventy years Uni­ 
fication has been discussed and 
urged. The present plan was adopt­ 
ed by great majorities, the last 
vote being taken in May, 1938, by

ASHINGTON— Leon Henderson owes 
his Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission appointment to the fact th a t he 
can say “ no” wrhen it would be a lot 
easier to say “ yes” or say nothing. 
An obscure mem ber of the Russell Sage 
Foundation, he broke into the New Deal 
in the hectic days of 1933 by calmly “ no- 
m g” General Hugh Johnson w’hen th a t 
turbulent ex-cavalryman was triumphantly 
charging windmills. 
W hen Johnson got 
over the shock of Henderson’s “ no”, he 
promptly impressed the brash young eco­ 
nomist into the NRA as Research Director 
and gave him the job of remedying the 
evils he had denounced. 
Henderson continued to say “no” . The 
more he did so, the more he rose in A d­ 
ministration ranks. 
W hen the Supreme 
Court finally decapitated the Blue Eagle,' 
he was one of its five top-rung bosses. \ 
Two years later, while Treasury and other 
Olympian m aster minds were exuberantly 
prophesying a great business boom, H e n -. 
derson again said “ no”. 
This time it was 
to the President, himself. 
Like Johnson, Roosevelt didn’t like it. 
But unlike Johnson he paid no attention to j 
Henderson— then. 
Eight months 
later, j 
after 
Henderson’s 
warning 
had 
been 
amply borne out, Roosevelt summoned him 
again. 
This time he listened more at­ 
tentively. 
Henderson reiterated his “ no” several 
times after that. 
He shook his head when 
offered the W age-Hour Administration; 
also when some of his New Deal intimates 
wanted to use the monopoly investigation 
for slap-dash muckraking. 
And he will 
probably say “ no” to both left-wingers and 
rightwingers as an SECommissioner. 
Stocky, friendly, younger in a p p e a r­ 
ance than his 44 years, Henderson is an 
ardent liberal. 
But he is no radical. 
Level headed and as American as slang, 
he believes in mixing idealism with the 
practical. 
He will fight relentlessly for 
what he believes is right, but his concep­ 
tion of right is never extremist. 
It is significant th a t tw'o of Henderson’s 
warmest admirers are such contrasting 
characters as Tommy Corcoran, the Brain 
Truster, and Representative Hatton Sum­ 
ners, of Texas, Old Guard chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee.

Vacancies 
Layering is a convenient and 
useful method of filling a vacancy 
in an established grape vine plant­ 
ing. 
All grapes propagate easily 
by layering, although it la usually 
only resorted to 
with 
varieties 
which do not root well from cut­ 
tings. 
Use a 
one-year-old 
cane, as 
shown in the Garden-Graph. Dig a 
hole six 
or eight inches 
deep 
w'here the gap or vacancy exists 
in the vineyard. Then fasrten down 


a portion of the cane as illustrat­ 
ed. Let the tip bend upwards and 
protrude out of the ground so 
that at least two buds are show­ 
ing. Do not sever from the parent 
vine for two or three seasons. 
A healthy grape vine should be 
productive for at least 50 years. 
Success in grape growing, how­ 
ever, depends upon the method of 
pinning. 
Pruning should take in- 
pruning.

Reaso n fo r Ro o sevelt’s delay was 
the desire to 
have Co mRiissio ner 
J erry Frank made 
SEChairman 
befo re Henderso n’s 
appo intment 
was anno unced. This, acco rding to 
White Ho use master minds, wo uld 
have smo o thed the way fo r Leo n s 
Senate co nfirmatio n, 
which they 
frankly felt was no t go ing to be 
easy. 
While no radical, Henderso n is a 
hard-fisted, hard-bo iled regulato r, 
and Wall Street do esn’t like him. 
Particularly they do n’t like him at 
this exact mo ment, when they have 
seen the mirage o f business ap­ 
peasement. 
So Ro o sevelt feared 
that Wall street, plus Senato rial 
friends o f big business, wo uld stage 
a fight if—and this was the crux 
o f the thing—they tho ught the big 
“ no ” man o f the New Deal was 
go ing to beco me SEC chairman. 
As a mere co mmissio ner o f the 
SEC, his co nfirmatio n wo uld be 
to much easier.

Two Republicans 
But here they ran into tro uble. 
Fo r the SEC elects its o wn chair­ 
man amo ng its five members, and 
the two Republican members balk 
ed. They are Geo rge C. Mathews, 
massive Wisco nsin co nservative 
and Ro bert E. Healy, a co nscien­ 
tio us New Englander. 
Hitherto bo th had co o perated 
with

had vo ted fo r Do uglas, and fo r

Do uglas demanded Smith’s o us­ 
ter after a secret investigatio n o f 
the meddling o f certain o f his sub­ 
o rdinates in the internal affairs o f 
a big utility co rpo ratio n. Standard 
Gas and Electric. Healy defended 
Smith, who was 
his man. 
But 
Do uglas, with 
the 
backing

J ero me Frank and New Deal Co m­ 
missio ner Edward 
Eicher, 
fired 
him. 
(Smith’s 
resignatio n, still 
unanno unced, is effective J uly 1) 
Healy said no thing to Frank at 
the time, but apparently held this 
againt him.

vo te fo r Frank as chairman, he 
stalled. 
Later Healy went to the 
extent o f waiting Ro o sevelt a per­ 
so nal letter saying he co uld no t 
see his way clear 
to

Frantic 
Scramble 
While this perso nal drama was j 
taking place, a gro up o f 
redho t j 
SEC ho pefuls to o k advantage o f j 
the situatio n to stage a scramble j 
fo r the vacant co mmissio nership. 
Everybo dy wanted the jo b. 
Chief 
scramblers 
were 
Max 
Truitt, so n-in-law o f Senate Lead­ 


er Barkley and ho lder o f a tem­ 
po rary Maritime co mmisaio nship; 
Milto n Katz, Landis pro tege who 
quit the SEC when Do uglas be­ 
came chairman and is no w with 
the Anti-Trust 
Divisio n 
o f 
the 
J ustice Department; 
also Allen 
MacRuffie, in the SEC’s New Yo rk 
o ffice, who was erro neo usly pub­ 
licized as o ne o f the autho rs o f the 
securities act. 
These yo ung men lo o ked much 
better to Wall Street than Hen­ 
derso n. 
So 
vario us 
po werful 
traders ado pted the strategy o f 
harpo o ning Henderso n by bo o sting 
the much milder yo ung o fficials In 
the SEC. 
One Wall Streeter even went*to 
the length o f calling o n Chester 
Lane, able 
yo ung 
SEC general 
co unsel, and urged him to try fo r 
Henderso n’s

so n and to ld him Lane was o ppo s­ 
ing him.

backing fo r their candidates. But 
like Lane they kept strict hands

Had Ro o sevelt no t finally be­ 
stirred himself and put an end to 
the turmo il by appo inting Hender­ 
so n, it is hard to say what wo uld 
have happened to SEC mo rale. The 
agency had beco me 
a seething 
cauldro n and was abo ut to bo il 
o ver with devastating effect to all 
co ncerned. 
As it is, the jo b o f 
placating ruffled feeling and re­ 
sto ring harmo ny is go ing to be 
o ne o f the big jo bs o f Leo n Hen­ 
derso n when he finally steps into 
the jo b which was delayed to o 
lo ng.
